GANDHI. ~ 


GOVERNMENT. EXPLAINS 
"ITS ACTION. 


MANY PRECAUTIONS. 


Bombay, May 5. 
The warrant . under which 
Gandhi has been, arregted states: 
—"As the Government views his 
activities with alarm, he will be 
placed ‘urider restraint in accord- 
ance with, regulation twenty-five 


of 1827, and be imprisoned during |: 


the pleasure of the Government in 
Yeroda jail, Poona.” ; 

The news of his arrest was an- 
nounced all over-the city by Con- 
gress yolunteers clanging a zl) 
and halting at street corners,.call- 
ing on the public to observe a com- 
plete hartal’ to-day, and  to- 
morrow to attend a monster meei- 
ing in the evening. 


Arrest Described. 


Gandhi was arrested at Karadi, 
near Jalalpur, about 12.30 a.m. and 
in a special saloon at 
Ahmedabad attached to the 
Gujerat mail train on its way to 
Bombay. The train was stopped 
about 6.30 ata level crossing near 
Borivli, a  surburban station 
twenty-three miles from Bombay. 
Gandhi was escorted by three 
European and three Indian potice 
officers, and was placed in a police 
motor-car. 

The news was known all over 
Bombay by ten in the morning. 


Elaborate Precautions. 


The authorities have taken 
elaborate precautions. It is re- 
ported that both the regular and 
auxiliary forces have been mobi- 
lised in case of trouble. European 
employees have been « supplied 
with arms for use in the event of 
an emergency.—Reutcr. 


Further Details, 


Jalalpur, May 5. 

Gandhi was arrested in the dead 
of night, when the District 
Magistrate, the Police Superin- 
tendent and his deputy, with a 
score of armed policemen, arrived 
at Gandhi's camp, flashing a torch- 
light, which revealed the Mahatma 
asleep in bed. 

“Do you want me?” asked 
Gandhi, waking immediately. 
“We have orders to arrest you,” 
replied the Magistrate. 

“Do you mind if I clean my 
teeth?” was Gandhi's next ques- 
tion. The request was granted, 
and he performed this important 
Indian ritual—using salt. Gandai 
handed a follower (a number of 
whom had now collected) a letcer 
to the ‘Viceroy, then bade affec- 
tionate farewells to his volunteers, 
and carrying a portable spinning 
wheel he departed under escort.— 
Reuter. 


Government Communique. 


Bombay, May 5. 

The Bombay Government in a 
communique announcing Gandhi's 
arrest, recounts the stages of ‘he 
campaign of civil disobedience, 
resulting In “widespread defiance 
of Jaw and order and grave dis- 
turbances to public peace all over 


It declares,—“Events have 
shewn that the laws of nature ure 
inexorable, and the history of the 
earlier non-co-operation movement, 
with the accompaniment of blood 
and fire, would repeat itself if 
Gandhi's, campaign were allowed 
to continue unchecked.” The 
Government therefore, in full con- 
sultation with the Government of 
India, has concluded that it is no 
longer possible to allow Gandhi 
to remain at large.—Reuter. 


Arrival at Yeroda. 


Poona, May 5. 

Three police moter-cars, with, 
Gandhi, arrived at Yeroda jail at 
eleven this morning. Gandhi told 
Reuter’s representative that he was 
pleased with the arrangements for 
his comfort on the journey.

His Grim Resolves. 


Writing on April 15, the S. C. af. 
Post special correspondent at Cal- 
culta states—Never perhaps in the 
annals of history has a whole 
people engaged itself for winning 
its freedom in so childish a play as 
that which is being staged by Mr. 
Gandhi “in «India to-day. «Mr. 
Gandhi has declared: “Either 1 
shall return with what J want or 
my dead body will float on the 
ocean.” 

This is not, however, the first 
time that the Mahatma has pro- 
claimed his “grim resolve’ to the 
Indian crowd. During the last non- 
co-operation struggle he publicly 
declured that if Swaraj was not won 
on or before the 31st December 
(1921) he would give up public life 
altogether and retire to the 
Himalayas on the Lst of January 
(1922). But the at of January 
found the Saint of Sabarmati (that 
is, Mr. Gandhi) still in the very 
thick of what people cal] India's 
fight for freedom. 

Considéring these past expert- 
ences one need not get nervous over 
this fatal resolve of the Mahatma. 
Perhaps he never means literally 
what he says. Saints and prophets 
rarely speak plain things in the 
plain language of the ordinary

[by proxy a’soldier fighting in 
France during the war hag no claim 
in Inw for . maintenance, by Mr. 
Bertrand Watson at North London. 

The story is an unusual one, 
fore the war Leonard Hawtin, the 
alleged husband, a private stationed 
at Malta, fell in love with 
Giovanna Ferrugia, and they walk- 
ed out together as an engaged 
couple. : 
War broke out and Pte. Hawtin 
was ordered to France. They cor- 
responded and the girl sent Hawtin 
a document to enable them to be 
married by proxy in accordance 
with the rules of the Maltese church. 

Hawtin denies that he signed the 
document, but admits that he re-

Anyhow, the marriage by proxy 
took place on November 5, 1916, at 
the Church of Our Lady of the Sea, 
INema, Malta, the girl's brother, 
Joseph, acting as proxy.

The circumstances surrounding 
the visit of three men to No. 3, 
Sha Po Street, Kowloon City, 
occupied by a_ Chinese priest 
named Cheung Hung-chun,’ their 
subsequent departure and the dis- 
covery of Cheung’s dead body, 
were investigated at-the trial of 
three men, which commenced at 
the Criminal Sessions yesterday 
before’ the Chief Justice 
Joseph Kemp).: 

The accused, Tse Ping, alias Tse 
Kb-chav, Cheng Luk and Sun Tam 
are charged with the murder of 
Cheung Hung-chun at No, 3, Sha 
Po' Street, Kowloon City, on 


fended by Mr. F, C. Jenkin, ins- 
tructed by Mr. G. K. Hall Brut- 
ton. All accused pleaded aot 
guilty. ,

panelled:—Messrs B. J.” Lacon

Scratches on Hands, 


Dr. D. J. Valentine, Medical Of- 
ficer, Victoria Gaol, said that he 
saw No. 2 prisoner in the Kowloon 
Hospital at about 7.45 p.m, on 
February 18th. He examined him 
and found five small cuts 
scratches on the back,of the left 
hand and five similar cuts on the 
back of the right hand, together 
with a deeper wound on the index 
finger of the right hand. It might 
have been caused three days before 
he saw it, as'it was not healed. It 
was a cut that would have bled pro- 
fusely, and under certain circum- 
stances might have bled for 30 
minutes, He agreed that if it had 
been allowed, it was possible that 
the blood drapped for some two to 
three hundred feet. 

Cross - examined :—The state- 
ments he had made were largely 
speculative, as they were an ex- 
pression .of opinion with which 
others might disagree or that he 
himself might be quite wrong about. 
He would not be bound down aa to 
the wound being three days old, but 
he would only be prepared to give 
it seven days. 


Two Men Arrested, 


Chinese L. S. 608 said he was on 
duty at the Police Station on 
Februiry 15th, when a little girl 
made a report’ to him, and gave him 
some wire, a stone and a towel. In 
consequence of what she told him 
he went with her to the deceased's 
house, inside which he picked up & 
knife. He also saw blood on the 
floor near deceased's head. On 
February 17th, he saw No. 3 pri- 
soner in Luichikok Road, and, in 
the course of a conversation with 
him, asked if he could assist wit- 
ness in his enquiries regarding a 
murder and robbery in Kowloon 
City. The man replied “I did not 
take part in it’. Later, as a re- 
sult of what wag sald, he went with 
another constable and arrested the 
first and second accused. 

In cross-examination, witness 
said that he did not see the little 
givl between her appearance in the 
Police Stution on February 16th, 
‘and at the Kowloon Magistracy, 
when the proceedings against the 
three men began. 

No Reason for Arrest. 

Witness was cross-examined at 
length by Mr. Jenkin as to the ar- 
rests of accused. Witness said he

Sir Joseph Kemp has been acting 
Chief Justice since Sir Henry 
Gollan left, and his substantive 
appointment will-be received, with 
general satisfaction, | | 

A man of aterling worth, and 
‘character . and ‘ much_ personal 
charm, Sir Joseph Kemp's appolnt- 
ment 28.Chief Justice isa reward 
for many years of diligent public 
service jn the Colony. For over’ 
thirty-one years Sir Joseph Kemp 
has laboured here. His duties 
have not brought him so much 
into the limelight as some of the 
more “spectacular” offices in the 
service, but the many who know 
of his work and worth will agree 
that no honour was more deserved- 
ly gained. Congratulations to Sir 
Joseph Kemp, CJ. 

It was on Christmas Day in 
1899 that Sit Joseph Kemp first 
arrived.in the Colony, . following 
his appointment aga cadet. For 
atime’ he was attached to ‘he 
Colonial Secretary’s office. Then 
he went to Canton to study Chin- 
ese and he remained -there from 


January until July of 1899. In|! 


the second half of that year he 
was introduced to Land Office 
jwork in the New Territories, In 
1900 he became Registrar of the 
Land Court and in November of 
that year he received the appoint- 
ment of acting Second Police 
Magistrate.

Appointed Registrar of, the 
Supreme Court in 1909, he 
came Crown Solicitor two years 
later.

oMcers in Singapore: and Penang, 
but we note with surprise and 
regret that the banks have not 
accepted the lead. During the 
forthcoming meeting in Singapore 
they are to close down on two 
afternoons other than Saturdays. 
It has been suggested to-us, some- 
what facetiously, that if the banks 
and the Treasury remained open 
on race afternoons, there would be 
queer happenings—or no happen- 
ings at all—in the totalisator, but, 
even if there is a fraction of truth 
underlying this contention, the 
difficulty should not be’ ingur- 
mountable and provides no excuse 
for closing down the Treasury and 
the banks. 


- Solutian of Problem. 

It is not to be expected that the 
turf clubs will sutiport the “busi- 
ness as usual” campaign with anv 
enthusiasm. If all offices remain 
open, jt pronounced falling off ia 
revenue from sweepstakes and the 
totalisator is highly probable, but 
the solution of this problem lies in 
confining racing to Saturdays und 
other public holidays, making the 


racing fit the holidays and not the ]- 


holidays fit the racing. 


That is the policy pursued in 
other countries and sooner or later 
Malaya must fall into line. We 
hope, for the public good, that the 
change will be made sooner, rather 
than later. 


As we have said, we have no 
objection to racing as a sport— 
very fur from it. But we do fee! 
that its importance, in relation to 
the business life of the Colony, kas 
been xrossly exaggerated in the 
past. The custom against which 
we ure protesting might have been 
entirely unobjectionable at the 
time of its introduction, but con- 
ditions have changed vastly in 
recent years, 
become far keener and great busi- 
nesses have been built up, working 
ona very modest margin of protit. 


Serious Matter. 


Five or six days of unnecessary 
idleness on aecount of raves, 
added to the numerous Malay, 
Chinese, Indian and European 
national and~ religious holiduys, 
form a very serious consideration. 
Doleful stories of the effects of 
the slump in #ur two principal 
commodities are to be heard on 
all hands. People who were 
making very handsome incomes v 
few yenrs ago ere now consider- 
ing themselves very fortunate to 
be earning enough to meet cur- 
rent expenses. Business is scarce 
and profits meagre.

+ Turning to the methods of elec- 
tion of the Chinese councillors, ho 
outlined in brief how this was done, 
summing up by pointing out that 
the electoral. bodies represented a 
body of 25,000 respectable and in- 
fluential Chinese in Shanghai. A 
few, he said, might think it weak 
to revise a decision once made, but 
on the contrary; it was a sign of 
strength to admit that one had 
made a mistake. The Chinese 
would certainly consider it in that 
light. 


“A Square Deal.” 

He severely criticised and deplor- 
ed the labour day manifesto issued 
by the Kuomintang, | which might 
influence some to vote against the 
resolution, He objected strongly 
to place the blame upon foreigners 
and the treaties for the chaotic 
state of China, and he expressed 
surprise that the government per- 
mitted its publication. 

But though he strongly protested 
against the false statements It con- 
tained, he asked the ratepayers not 
to let themselves be influenced by 
them into voting against the reso- 
lution. 

The extremists were the more 
vocal and could be heard, but ‘there 
were others representative of 
moderate opinion .and the — better 
elements, who were In the majority. 
Concluding he stressed the point 
that in passing the resolution the 
meeting would be giving the 
Chinese a “square deal,” and he 
emphasized that he. had been 
authorized by the British Chamber 
of Commerce and. the China As- 
sociation to say that they were in 
favour of its adoption. 


Meeting Gets Restive. 

Mr. K: Fukushima spoke on be- 

half of the Japanese ratepayers. 
By the time Mr. Lipson Ward rose 
the meeting wag getting — restive 
and the latter part of his’ apeech 
was drowned by the atamping of 
feet and ironical hand clapping.
